Mr.  Huie  is  quoted  as  declar- 
ing, ‘‘Unless  we  Americans  can 
again  discover  what  it  is  that  we 
believe,  we  shall  be  beaten  before 
the  next  shooting  war  begins.” 
Adding  a humorous  facet  to  his 
remarks,  he  has  also  observed, 
“There  are  tw0yways  to  get  rich 
in  America.  One  is  to  announce 
a new  cure  for  baldness;  the  other 
is  to  write  a book  about  loose 
women."

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Dod  Orsbome  is  "dud"  says  British  paper 

Hoople  rating  falls  as  skipper  shoots  a line 


Students  who  failed  to  attend 
the  .Jan.  24  lyceum  feature  in  the 
Provo  Tabernacle  starring  Dod 
Orsborne,  alleged  British  ‘‘man 
about  the  world,”  missed  the  show 
of  the  year,  according  to  an  Eng- 
lish newspaper  received  by  the 
Universe  last  week. 

Those  persons  who  did  attend, 
got  double  their  money's  worth, 
for  not  only  did  they  hear  stirring 
tales  about  tigers,  mines,  sub- 
marines, and  commandos,  but 
were  entertained  by  the  biggest 
“story  teller”  on  earth. 

The  Feb.  13,  1949,  edition  of 
the  Sunday  Pictorial  ( Daily  Mir- 
ror) claims  that  Captain  Dod  Ors- 
borne, who  spoke  on  the  Brigham 
Young-Community  Lyceum  Series 
and  gave  about  10  other  lectures 
throughout  thd  United  States — 
with  bookings  until  May  -is  a 
“bombastic  hoaxer.” 

The  captain,  who  replaced 
George  Moorad  on  the  school 
lyceum  schedule,  was  given  a ter- 
rific build-up  in  the  UNIVERSE 
on  January  20  (don’t  ask  us  where 
we  got  it)  — it  gave  the  speaker 
credit  for  practically  everything 
but  digging  Grand  Canyon. 

‘‘Credulous  Americans  are  flock- 
ing to  hear  a British  hero,  author 
Of  a current  best-seller,  who  lec- 
tures them  on  fantastic  adventures 
he  had  while  a secret  agent  of 
the  Admiralty,”  the  front  page 
spread  of  the  Sunday  Pictorial, 
Written  by  Fred  Redman,  begins. 

“In  fact,  the  lecturer  is  a bom- 
bastic hoaxer.  The  wonderful 
tales  of  his  Secret  Service  worl$. 
are,  say  the  Admiralty,  pure 
imagination. 

The  hoaxer  is  well  known  in 
Britain.  He_js  Skipper  Dod  Ors- 
borne whose  runaway  5,000-mile 
voyage  with  »the  tiny  Grimsby 
trawler  Girl  Pat  in  1936  won  him 
world-wide  fame-  though  it  ended 
in  a prison  sen  tense  for  stealing 
the  boat. 

Orsborne  is  a fine  seaman’. 
Eighteen  months  ago  he  almost 
succeeded  in  crossing  the  Atlantic 
in  a 39  ft.  yawl. 

But  apparently  he  has  decided 
there  are  easier  ways  of  making 
a living. 

In  America  he  has  written  a 
book  called  “Master  of  the  Girl 
Pat.”  In  a few  weeks  it  has  sold 
12,500  .copies. 

In  it,  Orsborne  describes  amaz- 
ing experiences  as  an  agent  of 
the  British  Admiralty  and  Scot- 
land Yard. 

This  self-portrait  paints  Skipper 
Orsborne  as  a modern  Sir  Francis 
Drake. 

But  the  sober  truth  is  that  both 
the  Admiralty  and  Scotland  Yard 
deny  that  Orsborne  ever  did  any 
Secret  Service  work. 

“Today  America  will  find  out 
that  Skipper  Orsborne  has  been 
shooting  a line-  Regrettably,  the 
result  must  tend  .to  discredit  other 
British  lecturers.  . . 

He  claims  that  after  clearing  up 
a gang  of  narcotic  smugglers  for 
Scotland  Yard  (the  Yard  has  no 
record  of  this)  he  was  introduced 
to  Naval  Intelligence  as  a secret 
agent. 

In  fact,  Orsborne’s  best  friend 
wouldn't  consider  him  suitable  for 
• such  work.  He  talks  too  much. 
Orsborne  says  he  was  sent  to 
prison  for  12  months  from  stealing 
the  Girl  Pat,  and  that  after  six 
months  he  was  “released  quietly 
on  condition  that  I stayed  out  of 
the  public  eye.”  In  fact  his 
sentence  was  18  months — fcfle  tttne 
he  actually  Served  was  one  year 
and  three  months. 

The  Home  Office  described  his 
highly-colored  account  of  prison 
life — including  'a  party  “which 
featured  all  the  whiskey  the 
guests  could  drink” — as  “Too  ab- 
surd to  warrant  an  official  answer. 

But  Orsborne  has  the  effrontery 
to  claim  that  even  after  his  im- 
prisonment the  Admiralty  gave 
him  more  intelligence  work. 

Among  other  strange  tales  in 
this  extraordinary  book  is  how 
Orsborne,  when  war  broke  out, 
helped  capture  37  Nazi  fifth  col 
uuuiists.  Also  how  he  was  in-

strumental  in  rounding  up  a gang 
of  narcotic  smugglers  for  Scotland 
Yard.  Twenty-two  of  them  went 
to  goal,  he  says. 

Also  how  he  worked  for  the 
War  Office  as  a parachutist  and 
was  dropped  in  Holland. 

If  Orsborne  really  rendered 
these  services  to  his  country,  and 
had  the  career  of  reckless  war 
bravery  which  he  describes,  he  is 
an  ill-used  man-  He  should  have 
been  decorated  and  knighted. 

But  the  Admiralty,  the  War 
Office  and  Scotland  Yard  know 
nothing  of  these  great  deeds. 

I can  find  only  one  under-state- 
ment in  the  book,  this  is  the 
record  of  his  marriage. 

‘I  haven’t  spent  much  time  with 
my  wife  since  our  wedding  day,' 


writes  Orsbome.  ‘I  have  been  too  ; 
busy  with  other  things.’ 

But  when  I went  to  see  the 
family  still  in  Grimsby,  I found 
there  were  TEN  youngsters,  rang- 
ing from  nine  years  old  to  twenty- 
three!  - 

Orsborne  lives  with  his  sister  at 
Jamaica,  Long  Island.  When  the 
Pictorial  New  York  corespondent 
told  him  we  thought  his  book  was 
a hoax,  he  said:  “Oh  well,  I can't 
help  what  some  people  suggest  in 
London.” 

Dod  Orsborne,  the  trawlerman, 
should  go  back  to  the  sea.  His 
tales  are  too  fishy.” 

MORAL:  Don't  miss  the  lyceum 
programs.  We  understand  they 
haVe  billed  the  Mayor  of  Mar? — 
well,  he  says  he  is.

I had  no  real 
relationship  with  Him,  and  so  how  could  I really  have  reality  of 
Crod  when  Christ  is  only  way  to  God?  Well,  this  started  my

Other  people’s  opinions 

It  is  probable  that  all  of  us  are  sensitive  to  the  opinions  of 
other  people.  And  yet  it  is  not  uncommon  to  hear  those 
who  say  that  they  don't  care  what  others  think.  But  in 
saying  this  perhaps  they  are  not  quite  stating  the  truth; 
and  if  they  are,  perhaps  they  are  not  so  wise  as  they  might 
be. 

It  is  of  first  importance  of  course,  to  be  right.  But, 
even  when  we  are  right,  it  is  also  of  great  importance  to 
have  other  people  think  we  are  right.  And  he  who 
ignores  prevailing  opinion,  right  or  wrong,  does  himself 
and  his  cause  an  injustice.  Sometimes  a man  who 
has  a strong  conviction  of  the  soundness  of  his 
own  position  assumes  that  he  doesn't  care  what  others 
think.  Sometimes  a man  who  is  sure  that  he  is  entrenched 
in  truth  may  feel  that  he  doesn't  need  to  know  of  or  need  to 
care  what  others  think.  Of  course,  truth  doesn't  need  the 
opinion  of  anyone  for  its  survival.  Truth  is  impervious  to 
the  opinions  of  people.  But  a man  can  be  the  possessor  of 
a great  truth  and  still  be  very  lonely — and  his  truth  be 
lonely  with  him. 

What  other  people  think  is  important — even  if  it  isn't 
right,  because  there  is  some  reason  for  what  they  think. 
And  if  we  know  what  they  think,  it  may  help  us  to  under- 
stand them.  And  if  we  understand  them,  it  may  help  them 
to  understand  us.  Everyone's  opinion  is  relatively  import- 
ant because  it  represents  part  of  what  the  world  thinks,  and 
what  the  world  thinks  affects  all  of  us.  Of ‘course,  there  is 
the  extreme  of  being  slavishly  sensitive  to  the  opinions  of 
others,  which  no  man  can  afford  to  be.  No  Self-respecting 
individual  would  ever  compromise  a principle  for  the  good 
opinion  of  anyone — and  if  he  did,  he  wouldn't  get  it 

To  be  respectfully  concerned  about  the  opinions  of 
x others  does  not  mean  that  we  must  accept  their  opinions. 
But  as  to  that*  stubborn  individual  who  bluntly  says  he 
doesn't  care  what  others  think — even  though  we  may  ad- 
mire his  courage,  we  are  appalled  at  his  stupidity.  The 
chances  are  that  he  does  care.  But  whether  he  does  or  not 
he  should.  (Richard  L.  Evans,  The  Spoken  Word,  lanuary 
30,  1949). 


How  to  get  a job 

Bethlehem,  Pa.  (I.P.)— Easy  manners  and  good  grooming  as 
well  as  technical  ability  and  know-how  play  their  part  in  helping 
a student  land  an  attractive  job  in  industry  judging  by  nine  fac- 
tors for  successful  interviews  outlined  by  E.  Robins  Morgan, 
director  of  placement  at  Lehigh  University,  in  a new  booklet, 
“Senior  Placement  Information.”  Here  are  Morgan’s  points: 

“Before  entering  an  interview  know  something  about  the 
size  of  the  company,  its  financial  standing,  the  location  of  its 
principal  plants,  its  products  and  their  uses. 

“Be  well  groomed.  Your  clothes  need  not  be  expensive,  but 
they  should  be  clean  and  otherwise  presentable. 

"Be  cordial  in  greeting  an  interviewer.  This  is  good  business 
as  well  as  good  manners.  You  like  a fifm  handshake  and  a genial 
smile — so  does  the  intqjview^r. 

“Be  yourself.  Affectations  are  readily  discernible  even  to 
inexperienced  persons  and  they  do  not  give  favorable  impressions. 

“Sit  comfortably  erest  in  your  chair. 

“Be  at  ease. 

“Show  your  interest  in  the  type  of  employment  being  offered. 

“Let  your  speech  be  articulate.  The  interviewer  has  th$ 
right  to  know  what  you  are  saying. 

“To  be  cocky  is  inexcusable.  It  is  not  business-like,  it  is 
not  courteous,  and  it  is  not  profitable.”

Of  course,  the  most  desirable  of  these  alternatives  is  the 
✓ establishment  of  permanent  world  peace-  However,  I disagree 
with  the  United  World  Federalists  that  we  could  establish  world 
peace  through  the  strengthening  of  the  United  Nations  into  a 
federal  World  government.  It  seems  that  a people,  in  order  te 
form  a government  which  lasts,  must  have  something  (such  as 
ideal,  language,  race  or  religion)  in  common  besides  the  fact  that 
they  are  all  humans.  The  peoples  of  the  world  have,  apparently, 
nothing  in  common  which  would  bind  them  together  into  a gov- 
ernment which  would  be  able  to  maintain  peace  by  the  use  of  a 
world  police  force. 

The  fact  that  scripture  predicts  wars  and  rumors  of  wars 
until  the  second  coming,  is  another  reason  why  I doubt  that  a 
world  federal  government  would  succed  in  establishing  world 
peace.  Thus,  our  only  hope  for  world  peace,  as  I see  it,  is  the 
millennium;  and  the  only  thing  we  can  do  is  to  live  and  preach 
the  gospel  with  all  the  energy  we  have.’

The  vote  came  at  a Student 
meeting  called  to  reexamine  the 
present  honor  system,  which  has 
been  in  effect  *fbr  thirty-seven 
years.  Nearly  600  of  the  enrolled 
1,100  students  were  present.
